Freedom of speech and expression, including a 
choice of one’s own dress and grooming, the wear- 
; ing of buttons or emblems or the carrying of pick- 
*et signs on school property. 


Freedom of the press, including the right to 
publish or distribute literature on school-grounds. 
Freedom of assembly and association, including 
the right to join and to urge others to join any or­ 
ganization. 


FREEDOM OF PETITION, including the right 
to petition against public agencies, governing boards 
and school administrators. 
Freedom of peaceful dissent without repression 
by administrators or teachers. 
Freedom of . . . 
But stop already. 
If the foregoing reads like the demands of some 
militant college campus organization, read on. 
They are the main points in a resolution adopted 
at the national convention of the American Fed­ 
eration of Teachers (AFT) in Pittsburgh recently. 
The above-listed freedoms, the resolution urges, 
should be accorded every high school student, and 
presumably, grade school and kindergarten stu­ 
dents, too. 
In other business the delegates representing the 
200,000-teacher-strong AFT recommended that all 
locals seek through collective bargaining to estab­ 
lish a teaching load of no more than 20 children to 
a classroom and restrict classroom hours to no 
more than 20 per week. 
If the student “ Bill of Rights” goes into effect, 
the AFT could get more than it plans to bargain

ing literature, parading with picket signs, promot- 
might well eventually approach zero.

there is a premium placed on 
virtue." 
“ Then one of your goals,” I 
said, “ is to bring virginity out 
in the open and get people to ac­ 
cept it for what it is?” 
“ That's correct. Until recent­ 
ly it was a dark secret one kept 
to himself. The majority of vir­ 
gins refused to talk about it 
even to each other. But now, 
thanks to VADL, virgins know 
they are not alone, that there 
are almost 2 million people in 
the same boat with them. They 
are good people: Priests, col­ 
lege students, university profes­ 
sors, naval officers and even 
Avon ladies. 
“ Our job,” Pimpledown con­ 
tinued, “ is to convince them 
they are not the monsters so­ 
ciety has made them out to be.” 
“ What do you do beside make 
virgins feel they are not alone?” 
“ We have been lobbying for 
equal treatment for virgins. Do 
you realize a virtuous secretary 
makes 20 per cent less salary 
than any other kind of secre­ 
tary? Virgins are discriminated 
against in bars, at parties and 
even drive-in theaters. 
“ We also,” continued Pimple­ 
down, “ are demanding the em­ 
ployment of more virgins on 
television commercials. In the 
past, cast directors for TV com­ 
mercials refused to hire virgins 
as they were afraid the local 
TV stations would object, but 
when we proved to them that 
virgins were as good at per­ 


forming on TV as anybody else, 
they changed their policy. It 
took time, but now all major 
advertisers include two virgins 
in their budgets.” 
“ That is a breakthrough,” I 
said. 
“ Our main function is educa­ 
tion,” Pimpledowm said. “ We 
go on television and give our 
side of the story. For years the 
talk shows refused to book vir­ 
gins on their programs. But 
there 
is 
a 
more enlightened 
view now. We even had a virgin 
on the Johnny Carson show last 
week, and they only received 
150 protest calls. Three years 
ago, if Carson had interviewed 
a virgin, the whole board would 
have lit up.” 
“ You've come a long way,” I 
told Pimpledown. 
“ We’re starting to fight back. 
The militant arm of our organ­ 
ization is called Virgin Power. 
We’ve picketed movies with the 
word ‘virgin’ in the title. We’ve 
burned pornographic books that 
show virgins as weak, cringing 
people. And we’ve held sit-ins at 
city halls demanding virgins be 
permitted to get married.” 
“ Mr. Pimpledown, what do 
you consider your biggest suc­ 
cess so far?” ’ 
“ Without 
doubt,” 
he 
said, 
“ the biggest success we’ve had 
so far was getting the Depart­

factory. For it is the mainland 
state trust which annually is 
dumping 
some 
$800 
million 
worth of pure opium into the 
world market, making the con­ 
torted Chinese Communist 
re­ 
gime the globe’s heaviest sup­ 
plier of narcotics. 
That's of 
sharp concern to America, 
if 
America is at all worried about 
crime-laden streets. 
And there is evidence here, as 
well as in some big city police 
departments, that Maoist mon­ 
ey is supporting revolutionary 
campus cadres assigned to turn­ 
ing garden variety collegiate 
demonstrations into bloody or­ 
gies. This is no Fu Manchu fic­ 
tion. It is in hard-nosed, factual 
reports which are in the hands 
of our own federal intelligence 
agencies. 
And there is the Middle East 
— in which a tough section of 
Mao’s foreign service is heav­ 
ily involved. If the Middle East 
is the cockpit of the next thei- 
monuclear 
war 
threat, 
then 
Mao’s intervention there makes 
Asian study even more vital. 
Mainland 
“ watchers” 
wno 
put intelligence teams and frog­ 
men onto he land they call 
“ Chi-Com” 
(Chinese 
Commu­ 
nist) occupied territory and we 
call Mao's China, report that at 
least 500 top A1 Fatah terrorist 
leaders have been trained by 
Peking’s 
guerrilla 
specialists. 
And they invented the game. 
Under these 500 terrorists now 
operating on Israel’s 
borders, 
there is at least a 12,000 - man 
force of “ blitz guerrilla” groups 
trained and equipped by Peking. 
They carry long barreled 7.62- 
mm submachine guns. They Uae 
land mines, demolition 
equip­ 
ment and other materiel sup­ 
plied by Maoist army officers 
and 
munition 
depots. 
Syrian 
army and political leaders vis­ 
it the mainland regularly. 
There is no doubt of this. The 
Israeli army has captured Chi­ 
nese equipment in 
the 
Gaza 
strip. The Jewish 
high com­ 
mand has caught Peking-train­ 
ed Arab commando chiefs on 
Jordan’s West Bank. The docu­ 
mentary 
evidence 
is 
in 
the 
hands of U. S. 
Army Intelli­ 
gence, Central Intelligence and 
in knowledgeable circles here 
too. 
So the inscrutable East real­ 


ly is about as subtle as a 
latter-day 
Swedish 
sex 
film. 
Mao’s huge continent is in trou­ 
ble. Terrific trouble. He and 
his jittery regime must 
feed, 
clothe, house and keep 750 mil­ 
lion people under tight control. 
He can’t. He isn’t. They are 
hungry. 
They 
are 
resentful. 
They are in rebellion. So Mao 
has to start diversionary fires 
around the world. 
There are hundreds of relia­ 
ble intelligence reports here or 
over in Hong Kong where the 
Mao watchers just haven't room 
¿n their files any longer on the 
revolt inside Chinese Commu­ 
nist territory. For example, in 
one day reports came of peas­ 
ant revolt in Fanyu and Shun- 
teh counties. They attacked a 
government granary and haul­ 
ed off over a thousand “ tan” of 
rice. 
Or, one morning recently oth­ 
er farm workers at Chiehyang 
and Fengshun counties simply 
ambushed a government convoy 
of 14 trucks on an open highway, 
stole the freight and killed the 
army guard. Last July 10. a 
trainload of military 
supplies 
was blown up soon after the 
train left Canton for Fushan. 
The cargo was looted. The con­ 
voying soldiers were wiped out. 
Or on July 3, farm workers 
on the •‘East is Bright” com­ 
mune, one of 74.000, s t r u c k 
against local work rules. The 
commune is in Lienchiang coun­ 
ty. They rushed out to a for­ 
bidden governmental reservoir 
and made off with thousands of 
fish so they could eat. 
There is sabotage. Last June, 
I note as I flip through report 
after report, an electric genera­ 
tor was destroyed with dyna­ 
mite at an important mine in 
Mashan (Horse Mountain). The 
troop garrison (which is stand­ 
ard these days at factories and 
mines) arrested 40 workers and 
charged them with sabotage. 
Then some 500 miners there 
revolted. The soldiers opened 
fire. Some 30 workers were kill­ 
ed and wounded. Multiply this 
by thousands and you get a pic­ 
ture of the ineffectiveness of the 
socalled 
production 
brigades, 
“ independent 
local 
industrial 
systems” which 
h a v e 
been 
launched to undo the damage of 
the Red Guard cultural revolu­ 
tion 
There’s a 
scrutable reason 
for all this. Mao Tse-tung is 
fighting for power. He’s 76 and 
there is a generation gap. He 
told the brainwashed youth in 
the past four years they could 
literally urinate on the old par­ 
ty opposition to him, take the 
property of the leaders, take 
anything they want, desecrate 
the 
s y s t e m , stop attending 
school and college, ride free, 
eat free, the hell with discipline 
at home or in the universities. 
Down with parental respect and 
down with exams. 
So the inner party opposition 
and infrastructure was destroy­ 
ed along with the opposition to 
them. Now the Communist Par­ 
ty of China, once the world's 
biggest with 17 million mem­ 
bers, is practically leaderless. 
There is a new constitution 
under which Mao and his mili­ 


tary' chief, Lin Piao, attempt to 
reconstruct 
the 
organization. 
But they can’t. There are 2100 
counties. But new party com­ 
mittees, 
actually 
Communist 
Party organizations, have been 
set up in only 20 of them. And 
only 2 out of 170 major munici­ 
palities have functioning party 
structures. There are no — re­ 
peat, no — party committees on 
regional or provincial 
levels 
(similar to our states). 
There is no chief of state in 
Communist China, no general 
secretary (official boss) of tne 
party and Mao actually con­ 
trols only one of the four field 
armies. 
The Soviets, being more so­ 
phisticated than we are, believe 
Mao is a paper tiger. They 
stand up to him. We run scared.
